Most of us paid little attention to the 
‘chandwriting on the screen’’ atour local 
theatre just before Marlon and his gang 
roared toward us, The message of ‘‘The 
Wild Ones” in part, read: THIS INCIDENT 
IS TRUE AND ACTUALLY HAPPENED 
TO A SMALL TOWN IN CALIFORNIA. 

We who are the devoted spectators and 
professionals that annually see and part- 
icipate in over 5,000 various types of 
motorcycle events, are deeply concerned 
about the damage being done to the 
legitimate sport.

“Wharll it be today, chaps? Senseless violence, a meaningless 


rampage, or a bit of mindless destruction?” 


In 1961 and two Itraveled 30,000 miles 
racing professionally. I never saw or 
heard of disturbance from outlaw gangs. 
Not until the past few years have major 
magazines, looking for the circulation, 
and Hollywood making low budget movies 
for the fast buck, brought the Hells 
Angel’s more attention than the infamous 
James gang ever hoped to get. Because of 
these stories and movies new gangs and 
old gangs are wallowing with defiance to 
be more imaginative than the Hells 
Angels. Believe me, they’re doing one 
hell of a job of it, 

By contrast, ‘‘Wide World of Sports’’ 
has done a superb job for the image of 
motorcycling. Through telecasting var- 
ious evenis and interviews with prof- 
essional racers, they have dealt the sport 
a card that is clean, refreshing, and 
exciting to the American public. The 
shame of it all is cornered in the back- 


ground of these events. The outlaws, ~ 


swarming like locusts over fields,scream 
into sports minded midwestern cities one 
or two days before a famous racing event 
is to be held. Many times the ciy looks 
like the shredded results of a field passed 
through by locusts. On the way to and 
from the event wherever they stop at 

restaurants, service stations, motels, 
they are like a cancerous sore, and in- 
ject the premises with havoc. They have 
been knowtogo out of their way to destroy 
golf greens at private country clubs. 


CLOWNS NEED AUDIENCE 

At the event they raise so much hell 
with their fighting, yelling, or parading 
hand in hand, mouth to mouth, noone who 
is within sight of sound ot them can enjoy 
the event. 

Only last week I was taking pictures at 
a National event, (I’m also a free lance 
photographer for almost all Nationals), 
and witnessed two outlaws fighting with 
knives, resulting in one losing an eye. 
One reporter stated ‘‘outlaw groups are 
like clowns; give them an audience and 
they’ll perform.’’ 

And perform they do, At Peoria, Ol., 
riot squads were brought out. Lansing, 
Mich. the Lansing Motorcycle Club can- 


how many local events are cancelled in 
fear of riots and destruction, 

Through interviews with clubs and my 
own first hand experiences, the main 
reason for the presence of gangs is in- 
adequate police departments. If ever you 
see an outlaw gang on the highway, in 
your town, or at a motorcycle event, you 
will probably wonder where the police 
are. You can count within minutes sev- 
eral acts of breaking the law, each one 
enough to warrant an arrest, I’ve seen 
more policeman directing traffice at a 
drive-in theatre than protecting aracing 
event from outlaw gangs. 

Ed Kretz, a great professional racer, 
retired now, owner of one of the best 
motorcycle stores in California, had this 
to say to me concerning a possible 
solution. ‘‘We in in California have 
side-tracked outlaw groups with simple 
arithmetic, Shops have stopped servicing 
their motorcycles; motelswill not accom- 
modate them; restaurants will not serve 
them; filling stations will not service 
them. Local police will not let them stop 
in their town, and motorcycle events 
will not sell them a ticket.’’ 

Syas, Brian McLoughlin, editor of 
England’s weekly Motor Cycle News, 
«Any bloody fool can go fast, but people 
will actually pay to watch skill. It is, of 
course, as logical to blame trees for the 
forest fire as to blame motorcycles 
for outlaw gangs. It’s only a thought from 
afar, but no movement was ever stamped 
out by being banned, and many have 
faded away and died through lack of 
public interest, Perhaps a revision of 
your laws to enable vehicles to be con- 
fiscated when involved in criminal act- 
ivities might have some effect? It is 
noticeable that salmon poachers of Scot- 
land (where such a. law applies) tend to 
prefer walking.” 

The editor of the France-Soir news- 
paper in Paris said; ‘‘After the second 
world war we were plagued with similar 
problems. We stopped making motor- 
cycles in France and cured the problem. 
Having knowledge of a situation you 
speak of, I want to express my deepest 
sentiments to motorcyclists as a whole.’ 





To date, two of the point Nationals have 
been cancelled and two Nationals have 
been scheduled in different areas because 
of outlaw groups.Even though it may seem 
to be of little consequence from the 
figures I have given you, this is a 
problem of growing concern to us. We 
definitely feel that two cancellations and 
two alternations are serious. 

‘We can only guess that disturbances 
at race events will discourage some 
racers from participating, and most 
certainly some clubs are discouraged 
from holding events. In both cases 
would have a deterrent effect on the 
spectators,” 

With the conclusion from sports figures 
here and abroad, the final interpretation 
is clear. It’s obvious that frighteningly 
image of the motorcyclist is once again 
floating close to the whirlpool’ s edge of 
public opinion, ready to be drowned with 
abomination, 

Like I said earlier, outlaws are clowns 
give them an audience and they’ll per- 
form. Perhaps the real villians of this 
plague that haunts the midwest are on- 
lookers who show their good breeding by 
staring at the poor clowns and some- 
times egging them on! Can it be that 
there are really people who would pass 
up a good motorcycle race to watch a 
low comedy? 

Joseph C. Parkhurst, publisher of 
Cycle World Magazine said in part, 


‘We have already lost major National 
events due to these people showing up 
and making a great deal of trouble. 
My feelings are that the promotors have 
not used strong enough methods in deal- 
ing with these crowds. Promotors should 
hire police to control the crowds, arrest- 
ing all troublemakers before things get 
out of hand, There is little we can do 
except encourage local law enforcement 
to bear down on them when they show up 
in groups. Pleasure riders areindeedup 
in arms over these people, At a recent 
motorcycle event in California a huge 
group of riders literally threw a gang 
of outlaws out of the park.” 

J.C, Agaganian, probably the best- 
known individual sports promoter, re- 
assured me that ‘‘to date I have had no 
cancellations of any of my races in 
California. I might add we have suff- 
icent security police who are trained to 
deal with any disturbances,”’ 

Last and most important was my 
interview with Gary Payne, the Deputy 
Director for the American Motorcycle 
Association. “The AMA is the only re- 
cognized organization that sanctions all 
motorcycle events in the United States, 
5,000 were on schedule in 1966. Within 
the 5,000 races, 15 of them were National 
events. These 15 Nationals are the only 
races that decide who will be the Grand 
National Champion for the following year, 





INDIANA STATE MOTO-CROSS 
CHAMPIONSHIP

Here is a twist; a politician who likes 
motorcycles. Doxie Moore, who holds 
former titles as: Director of State Con- 
servation Dept., Assistant to the Gover- 
nor, Trustee of Purdue University, and

Everyone is enjoying themselves; there’s 
nothing wrong with that. This will be 
basically a competition park, I havea lot 
of land, and I’ll help any conscientious 
cycle group that is interested, and de- 
velop this into an exclusive motorcycle 
park — trails and track. This is a great 
sport and I’m happy to become a part 
of it.” 

By the way, during this interview, the 
Indiana State Moto-cross Championship 
was taking place. One-hundred-four rid- 
ers from four states — Indiana, Illinois, 
Ohio and Kentucky — at various times 
were churning around a 17-turn, 1-mile 
circuit laid out on a hilly pasture and 
-woodside, The course varied from dead 
slow mud bogs to 40 mph wheelies on 
the fastest section. A short circuit 
enduro would more accurately describe 
the proceedings — spiced with some 
daredevil riding that was taking place 
between the Open Expert.

Keith Mashbum took the 100cc 
class at the weekend’s Prospec- 
tors Moto Cross near Castaic, 
Calif., with a fantastic lead over 
second place Joel Robert. 


There was a lot of excitement as the 
two European Champion teammates, Joel 
Robert and Dave Bickers, pulled up to 
the starting line each riding a Sachs, 
Hopetown winner Mashburn, Bultaco- 
mounted, took the lead at the drop of the 
flag, but not for long, as hard-charging 
Steve Scott managed to drop under Keith 
on an off-camber corner and take over 
the lead. Scott’s lead was also short 
lived and this time when Keith went out 
in front, he was there to stay. He seta 
blistering pace as he wheeled his leap- 
ing Lobito in for the win, with an in- 
credible gap between himself and second 
place Robert. Robert and Bickers had to 
fight their way through heavy traffic and 
each showed great style as they moved 
up. 
The 100cc machines don’t usually 
generate so much enthusiasm, but this 
race was a dandy. It was, without a 
doubt, the most exciting contes this 
reporter has ever watched. 

The moto cross course used by the 
Prospectors M/C for their first inter- 
national event was located north of Los 
Angeles near Castaic Junction, This 
course provides more excitement for the 
spectators than the Hopetown circuit 
since more of the course can be viewed 
from one spot, Dave Bickers said this 
course was more like the European 
courses, and he liked it much better, 

Rain threatened at the start of the 
250ce class race, but there was only a 
light sprinkle, and it soon went away. 
Montesa-mounted Eddie Mulder decided 
to enter his talents in this class instead 
of the international moto cross, It was 
Eddie’s race all the way, as he jumped 
into the lead, and never had a serious 
threat from flag to flag. 

Greeves-mounted Gary Bailey was 
second man in, and DeWayne Keeter, 
still riding his 175 Montesa managed a 
fifth place, and on this course which 
has many hills, a little power can make 
a big difference.

He wasn’t 
injured seriously, but it was announced 
that he would be unable to ride the re- 
mainder of Saturday and Sunday, Preston 
Petty moved out in front, and he and the 
new Suzuki literally flew around the 
course. Petty held the lead for three 
laps, but Hopetown’s 360cc champion 
Roger DeCoster zipped passed him and 
took over front spot. Soon after this, 
Petty experienced fork trouble and had 
to drop out, Bickers, who had stopped to 
check on Robert, came all the way from 
the back of the pack to finish second, 
` The first of the two motos went to 
Dave Bickers. Bickers displayed tre- 
mendous style as he led all the way with 
Hallman and Johnsson dicing it out 
behind him. 

World champion Hallman captured the 
final moto with teammate Johnsson taking 
second and Bickers third. Since Hallman 
was second to Bickers in the first moto, 
and Bickers only managed third in the 
second race, the 250cc win went to Hall- 
man. Bickers was second, Johnsson third 
and Montesa-mounted Dusty Coppage 
was the first American in for fourth 
spot,

The third and final moto belonged to 
England’s Dave Bickers from the very 
start. Hallman followed a close second 
but was never able to get by. Russ 
Robinson and Ron Nelson both fought 
hard all the way and did fine jobs of 
finishing third and fourth in the series, 
Bickers took the 500ce win with Hallman 
placing second, Robinson, riding a BSA 
Victor out of Irv Seavers’ Santa Ana 
store, won the Cycle News trophy for 
highest placing American, 

There were only two sportsman events 
on Sunday, and the first to plow through 
the mud was the combined 350-500cc 
class.

George D. Steele, a pleasant man who 
feels more comfortable behind a work 
bench than a sales counter, is the 
owner/operator of the Airport Cycle 
Shop in Seattle, Washington, The shop 
handles Norton, Ducati, Bridgestone and 
Kawasaki marques. Besides selling 
bikes, Airport Cycle also doesa thriving 
rental business, 

Steele is an ex-machinist turned small 
businessman. Originally from St, Paul, 
Minnesota, he has been in the Puget 
Sound area for the last fourteen years, 
Two years ago he decided to invest his 
savings and go into his own business, 
“Before that, I worked for a living” he 
said, leaning on the sales counter eyeing 
the new bikes in his showroom. Then he 
added with a smile, “Now I worry for a 
living.” The father of three boys and 
two girls, he is presently involved in 
teaching his oldest son — thirteen — to 
ride. He expressed the desire to see his 
son ride in competition someday,’’...ifhe 
wants to and shows any real talent for it,’’ 

Steele rides for pleasure primarily, 
occasionally entering a sportsman or 
scrambles event, ‘‘However,’’ he said, 
«I firmly believe that every shop should 
sponsor a rider in as much competition 
as possible, I don’t know how it is over 
the rest of the country but the shops in 
the Puget Sound area are very keen on 
competition, I think this is to their ad- 
vantage one hundred percent. During the 
racing season, we have events in this 
area every weekend. Well publicizedand 
well attended events sell bikes. I sponsor 
Jon Kaidera and know for a fact that the 
shop gets a lot of good advertising from 
it. It costs money to be sure, buta lot of 
people who are interested in motorcycles 
see him and know that he’s riding for 
Airport Cycle, 

“A point that is overlooked by some 
People is that advertising works best 
when it reaches an audience already in- 
terested in the product you’re trying to 
sell. Backing a pro rider is exactly that 
kind of advertising. 


‘Another point often overlooked, or 
misunderstood, is the feeling that a shop 
must have a rider going for them who 
will constantly win races, It’s true, of 
course, that everyone notices a winner. 
But fans who ride and follow the sport 
also notice a rider who runs a depend- 
able bike. A good running bike tells every 
fan watching that it was set up in a good 
shop, A rider who finishes even without

winning all the time is still helping ad- 
vertise his shop. The bike alone, just by 
its performance, can be excellent adver- 
tising for a shop. After all, the average 
fan isn’t going to try and win any races. 
The average fan is interested in taking 
his business to a shop that will keep his 
bike in dependable running shape. Com- 
petition is good business, It’s advertising 
of the best kind directed right at your 
specific market.’’ After a short pause, 
he added, ‘‘Besides, as long as Jon is 
riding for me, I can sit in the stands 
with my family and enjoy the races,’’ 

Jon Kaidera, the pro rider for Airport 
Cycle is thirty years old and avery per- 
sonable young man, In addition toriding, 
he works as a part-time mechanic for 
the shop anda full-time airplane mechan- 


ic for West Coast Airlines in Seattle. He 
is married and the father of three girls. 
Known as ‘Indian Joe’? in the racing 
fraternity, he began riding in 1958, The 
nickname was earned as a result of 
many experiences with the sadly-missed 
Indian marque. 

“Bikes are much better now,’’ Kaidera 
commented, remembering his early 
races, ‘‘But it was more fun when I first 
started, maybe just because I was young 
and full of hot blood. My first licensed 
bike was a 1946 Indian Chief. My first 
race was on a 1930 Indian 101. I made it 
to the C-main event and was really feel- 
ing my oats that night. The race got 
underway and I really wound that old 
Indian up. Then the front tire blew off 
the rim and the tube jammed in the 
spokes, I didn’t even see the tire go, just 
suddenly realized I was standing on my 
head on the track. Being young and eager 
and in my first race, I horsed the old 
Indian back up and tried toget backin the 
race, When I poured the coal to her the 
bike didn’t move an inch forward, just 
slithered out from under me with the 
back tire burning up the track. Then I 
began to notice a lot of people in the 
crowd laughing and pointing. I looked at 
the front tire all twisted through the 
spokes and decided to retire for the 
evening. And that was my first night in 
competition.” 

When asked if he considered giving it 
all up after landing:on his head the very 
first night, he replied, ‘‘Never, but I did 
buy better tires after that!’’ 

Kaidera rides a Norton 750 now and 
competes state-wide for Airport Cycle, 
In 1964, he was the high point Amateur 
at Graham Speedway, Graham, Washing- 
ton. That same year he was also the 
Class A short track champion at the 
Tacoma Sports Arena, Tacoma, Wash- 
ington. In 1962, he placed fourth in the 
El Cajon Speedway TT Scrambles near 
San Diego, California, 

In recent years, he has racedprimar- 
ily in the Northwest, running a lot of 
races in the Seattle-Tacoma area with 
occasional trips to Spokane and western 
Idaho. A member of the Blue Barons 
Motorcycle Club of Tacoma, it is ru- 
mored that Kaidera used to ride with a 
feather taped to his helmet. When asked 
about this piece of folklore, Indian Joe 
answered, ‘‘Not true, bike riders speak 
with forked tongue.’’

Ltt <<, the — AMA competition committee meeting are 
now official and ready for public consumption. (NOTE: full report will 


be in Cycle News next week.) 


Some ofthe more important mules that will effect the pro riders are 
that there will be no more two-day, or night national events. This 
means that national races such as Castle Rock, Portland, Ascot half 
mile and the Ascot TT will all have to be held in a single session. 


The night events will all have to jam 
practice, time trials andthe actual races 
into one night. This was broughtabout by 
eastern influence where there are no 
night nationals with large entry lists. 

Undoubtedly this will end the two time- 
trial opportunities for each rider and 
will also eliminate much of the Pre-race 
ceremony that has long placed Western 
nationals at the top of the list for show- 
manship to the fans. It will be hurry, 
hurry and more hurry to just get the 
show started and over with. 

The point is that two-day nationals 
were brought about to give everybody a 
break and allow more time to get ready 
and to put on a better show for the fans. 
It seems odd that the very few eastern 
riders that ever enter a western national 
would be so concerned, It appears thatif 
a rider was going to travel two or three 
thousand miles to an event, one night 
would not make that much difference, 

Once again the very few have changed 
the course for many and it may result 
in some midnight events being held in 
the west next season. Portland had also 
planned a two day affair for next July 
to eliminate its day long show that was 
held from early in the morning until 
early evening last summer, 

A favorable change finds the addition 
of Semi-Main events at nationals which 
will allow riders that find themselves in 
a ‘loaded’? heat race an extra chance 
to make the national final. Of late there 
have been many potential main event 
winners watching the final from the pits 
due to a time trial that put many top 
riders into one heat race. 


No More “Consie” 


A welcome rule elimination was that 
of the obsolete Consolation race that was 
on the entry blank at many dirt track 
nationals. This event was for the ‘‘Also- 
Rans” and it was often a difficult chore 
just getting enough on the track to make 
a race. Three riders finally ran in the 
Consolation up at Tulare last summer. 
This came after more than a half an hour 
of pleading for riders to run in the 

' event. 

The only new national slated for the 
West is a half-mile event for Salinas, 
Calif. It is to take the place of the highly 
successful benefit scrambles that was 
held there for many years. 

Once again the attempt to change the 
rule covering gearboxes was voted down. 
An attempt was made to allow six speeds 
for 250ce machines and five speeds for 
big bikes. The voting bloc was just too 
big to overcome, 

Apparently the Japanese invasion of 
winning machinery has taken its toll as 
a manufacturer must now have 200 new 
models instead of 100 in the country in 
order to race them. It started out years 
ago with 25, jumped to 50, and then was 
raised to 100. Now it takes 200 copies to 
get one on the track, 

The 200 minimum is no really big 
obstacle but the Japanese firms were 
highly unhappy, to say the least, about 
the 350’s not being allowed to use a five 
speed production gearbox. Unhappy 
enough to call a special meeting in Los 
Angeles last week to talk over the 
situation, 

The Japanese firms believe that the 
350 would be competitive against the 
500’s in road racing if the five speed 
gearbox was sllowed. Without it it’s just 
another case of 21 inches against 30-1/2 
inches. They will still be in there trying, 
at least for ‘68. 


Higher Minimum Purses 


Purses were somewhat upgraded and 
updated for half-mile and short track 
events, They are still far too low in 
many cases but it was a step in the githt 
direction, No longer will a promoter or 
a group be allowed to fill a grandstand 
and pay a total of $450.00 to the riders. 
The minimum is now $600.00. 

National races were given out to just 
about anybody who took the trouble to 
ask for one, At least it appears that 
way, with no less than twenty-two slated 
for ‘68, All the way. in distance from 
6-3/8ths to 9-4/10’s, Bring all your old 
helmets and hats to be sure you fit the 
event. 


350 Limit Put Off 


A case of grabbing a tiger by the tail 
was the proposal to drop the professiona- 
al limit to 350’s. We are pleased to 
report that the very person who pushed 
for this unrealistic rule suggested call- 
ing the whole thing off until at least 
1971. By then the ‘‘Turbo-Cycle”’ should 
be available and nobody will really care 
about 350’s, 

In general, the meeting was a happy 
one and the final one for the present 
National Committee. Next year is sup- 
posed to find the new elected Congress 
taking over and the old guard system 
abolished. 

The only exception to the peaceful 
gathering was a verbal outburst by one 
of the promoters of a national. event 
against the present system, He was final- 
ly quieted down — and awarded a national 
race for ‘68, 


ACA 1967 
CHAMPIONSHIP 
SHORTTRACK EVENT 


To the disappointment of fans as well 
as riders, the 1967 ACA Championship 
short event was put off two weeks ina 
row because of the heavy fog which 
settled in Orange County, The Trophy 
Dash events and the 100cc championship 
had been determined, but, as fate would 
have it, the 250cc Main Event never came 
off on October 25. There is a 250cc 
champion this year, but after being 
fogged out twice, the riders elected to 
dispense with a championship race for 
this year. The twelve riders who qualified 
for the Main Event in the 250cc class 
were #32 Eddie McGregor, #20 Tom 
Warner, #17 Randy Layne, #50 Chuck 
Saxton, #1 Rick Woods, #66 Walt Fulton, 
#14 Sal Acosta, #108 Jim Peterson, #113 
Ted Newton, #6 Lee Stumpenhaus and 
#4 Keith Mashburn, In looking at their 
past wins in the ACA record book, any 
one of these riders could have won this 
championship event. The 250cc trophy 
dash did get off and the winner was Rick 
Woods on his Ducati. Second place went 
to Keith Mashburn, third was Jeff Sparry, 
and fourth Lee Stumpenhaus. 

The 100cc trophy dash was taken by 
Dave Allee on a Suzuki, Right behind 
Dave came #2, last year’s champion, 
Russ Robinson. Third was Gary Kearns 
with Tom Warner fourth. In the 100cc 
Main Event, Dave Aldana repeated his 
Trophy Dash win and led from pole to 
pole, No matter how hard Robinson tried 
to pass Dave, he just couldn’t getaround 
him and was forced to settle for second,
